HOW TO PRODUCE IT. 


Although undoubtedly Grade A milk can 
be obtained in Dublin and other important 
centres in the South, there is no legislation 
in the Irish Free State quite the same as the 
Sale of Milk Act passed in Northern Ire- 
land last year. This provides for the produc- 
tion and sale of milk by licence under the 
special designation Grade <A _ (tuberculin 
tested) milk, 

‘Before a producer" sr a retailer can use this 
or any designation resembling it he must hold 
a licence from the Ministry of Home Affairs; 
before such a licence is granted he must 
satisfy the Ministry that he has fulfilled the 
requirements set out in the Regulations made 
under the above-mentioned Act. 

Briefly, the requirements are:—(1) That 
every animal in the: herd shall have passed 
the prescribed test for tuberculosis; (2) that 
the cleanliness of the premises, the cows and 
the utensils shall be such that a sample of 
milk taken at any time before delivery to the 
consumer shall contain not more than a stated 
number of bacteria (germs). 

No. 1 means that every animal in the herd 
is subjected to the tuberculin test by a 
qualified veterinary surgeon, and this test 1s 
repeated at intervals of six months—thus the 
milk is guaranteed to be free from the deadly 
tubercle bacillus. 

No. 2 means that strict cleanliness is 
observed throughout the various processes 
connected with the production and handling 
of the milk. Sterilization by steam of all 
utensils is essential, otherwise the producer 
cannot constantly keep the bacterial content 
within the number permissible. 


What the Producer of Grade.A (Tuberculin 
Tested) Muk must Do. 


It has been shown that elaborate and ex- 
pensive buildings are not essential for the 
production of this milk; the buildings must, 
however, be well lighted ahd well ventilated 
and an adequate supply of clean water must 
be available. An impervious floor in the byre 
must aiso be included as an essential, because 
without. it constant, cleanliness of premises 
and animals is impossible. The farmer who 
decides to. produce’ Grade A (tuberculin 
tested) milk has the initial expense of clear- 
ing his. herd of all animals which react to 
the tuberculin test; he has also to purchase 
sterilising equipment, and possibly to make 
slight structural alterations to facilitate the 
cleaning of the premises and cows, but after- 
wards constant attention to cleanliness and 
periodic testing of the cows are all that is 
necessary. The expenditure involved and the 
subsequent «attention to detail justify the 
extra price this milk commands tn the market. 
Moreover, experience has shown that a herd 
which is free from tuberculosis is also Jess 
susceptible Lo other diseases and minor ill 
nesses and produces healthier and more 
vigorous calves. 


What the Consumer Should Know. 


Cows’ milk is a most valuable food, espe- 
cially for invalids and children, but when pre 
cautions are not taken to avoid contamina- 
tion it is liable-to contain a large number of 
bacteria or germs, many of which may Pe 
harmful. These germs gain access to the 
milk from (1) diseased cows, (2) dirty cows, 
(3) dirty methods of milking, and (4) dirty 
utensils. The regulations laid down for the 
production of Grade A (tuberculin tested) 
milk ensure that all these sources of con- 
tamination are reduced to a minimum :— 

(1) The cows are healthy—they are tested 
every six months for tuberculosis. 

(2) The cows are clean—they are groomed 
Gaily. 

(3) The methods of milking are clean—the 
milkers wear clean overalls and wash then 
hands before milking each cow. 

(4) The utensils are clean—thev are 
thoroughly washed and then sterilised by 
steam after each milking 

There is no need to heat Grade'A (tubet- 
culin tested) milk or to subject it to any 
other artificial process either to make it safe 
or to prevent it from going sour; being pro- 
duced from healthy, clear’ cows in clean sur- 
roundings it is safe, and will keep fresh and 
sweet for at least several days. 


T he (‘are of Grade A (Tuberculin Testea) 
Milk. 


1. Keep the milk in as cool a place as pos- 
sible. 

2. Keep the milk in the bottle, which was 
sterilised before filling, and is therefore 
cleaner than any utensil im the house. Pour 
out only what is required for immediate use 
and replace the cap in order to keep. out 
flies and dust and to prevent accidental con- 
tamination. 

5. In very hot weather wrap a clean wet 
cloth round the bottle just below the Cap, 
and stand the whole in a dish of cold water. 
4. If milk jugs are used keep them per- 
fectly sweet and clean, otherwise they will 
cause the milk to go sour. 

5. When the bottie 1s empty rinse it in 
cold, clean water. Your dairyman will do the 
rest. , 

6. Return your empty bottles as regularly 
as possible.

FE fact that the King has assigned a 

suite of apartments at Hampton 
Court to Mrs. Bernard, widow of the late 
Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, 
reminds one of the historic interest and 
architectural magnificence of the building, 
which is really an exéellent example of 
the picturesque and stately structures of 
Tudor times, 

Originally, the Manor of Hampton 
Court belonged to the Knights Hospi- 
tallers of St. John of Jerusalém, and from 
them Cardinal Wolsey obtained the lease 
so as to build a residence worthy of an 
archbishop and the chief minister of the 
English monarch, The work began about 
the vear 1515, when, according to a‘de- 
scription, the “‘ poor house was swept 
awa the rank which skirted 
the Thames were transformed into curious 
knotted gardens; a great palace arose as 
if by magic at the bidding of the profuse 
and tasteful Cardinal, and here. within 
two years of his purchase of the place, 
did he surround himself with the pomp of 
kings.’”’ 

The grandeur and beauty of the com- 
pleted palace had the effect, of stirring up 
the greatest envy at Court, till at last 
Wolsey found it politic to make a present 
of it to Henry, and thenceforth for 
upwards of a couple of centuries Hampton 
Court was a royal abode. 

There Henry VIII. spent the most part 
of his time, Edward VIL. was born, Jane 
Seymour died, and the marriage of Henry 
and Catherine Parr was celebrated. 
Elizabeth became a constant visitor at the 
Palace, and there the council which con- 
demned Mary Queen of Scots was held. 
It was at Hampton Court that Charles I. 
spent many of his happiest and also his 
most anxious days, and it was thence thar 
he took his last journey of freedom, and 
fled one stormy night to the Isle of Wight 
during the November of 1647 

in 1656 the Palace was put up for sale 
hy the Parliament, and was purchased by 
Cromwell for the purpose of making it his 
principal residence. Shortly after he 
took up his abode, his daughter, Eliza- 
beth, married Lord Falconbridge. Later, 
in August, 1658. his favourite daughter, 
Mrs. Claypole, died, and within a few days 
he himself was stricken with fever, which 
proved fata] in the following September. 

To William 111. and Queen Mary, 
however, Hampton Court really owes most 
of its present delightful aspect and 
character. Both took especial] interest 1n 
the gardens, which they converted into a 
veritable Dutch paradise, and it was they 
who had the State apartments erected. 

The line of Royal residents finally ended 
with George I11., and for a considerable 
time the Palace lay neglected, but in 1838 
the Court was renovated and handed over 
to the people. The State apartments, hall 
and grounds were daily open to the public, 
and. the remainder of the Palace was 
arranged to form a number of residences 
for important families considered 
fo have a claim upon their counodry, and 
people of distinction. The State apart 
ments built by William III. were designed 
by Wren, and examples of royal 
interiors of the period, they are extremely

The action of Monsignor Durand, 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Oran, against

troversy which, curiously enough, aroused 
little interest among Irish Catholics. But 
there was a good deal of interest in the 
subject outside France, which was most 
concerned, and two books at least have 
been published giving all the facts of the 
controversy and the different incideats 
which finally led up to the stern measures 
adopted by the Vatican. One of these was 
by Mr. Denis Gwynn, Mr. Stephen 
Gwynn’s son, who is now editor of the 
Catholic Times, and a well-known writer 

Roman affairs. 

The situation in France created by the 
Action Francaise controversy hardly can 
be understood by those who were not-in 
the country at the time. For the Action 
Francaise is not only a paper, but an 
organisation. Led by the brilliant Charles 
Maurras, whose influence, particularly 
with the young, was said to be as strong 
in Belgium as in France, and by Leon 
Daudet, the Action Francaise was 
essentially an organisation of the old 
Catholic aristocracy of France. This, in 
spite of the fact that Monsieur Maurras 
is not a Catholic. The movement was 
Royalist and against the Republican 
Government. Besides the aristocracy, it 
numbered many _ priests among its 
members. 

There was dismay through the chateaux 
and Catholic in France last year 
when the Vatican finally excommunicated 
only the Action Francaise, but all 
who read or subscribed to it. The situa- 
tion was curious, since the paper was read 
almost altogether by Roman Catholics.

“Grade Guilds.

A query appeared recently in the Trish- 
man’s Diary about the old trades guilds of 
Dublin. On looking up the matter and 
inquiring from somebody interested in it, 
writes a correspondent, I learnt that the 
Goldsmiths’ Company of Dublin still goes 
on, but, in common with other guilds, the 
valuable plate it once boasted has passed 
out of its possession. This guild goes as 
far back as 1498, but its present charter 
dates from 1637. The Merchant Tailors’ 
Guild of Dublin was dissolved in 1853. 
Two of its tankards are still in the pos- 
session of the London Merchant Tailors 
Guild. 

There were in Dublin at one time 
twenty-five guilds, and in other parts of 
the country there were numerous guilds of 
different kinds, including guilds contain- 
ing all men who worked by hammer and 
fire. In Cork a guild was formed in 1656 
which comprised smiths, pewterers, up- 
holsterers, and various other trades. all 
banded together in one guild.

IFFERENT times, difíerent manners 
and methods! We all knock up 

against people who have that strange 
instinct—not, of necessity, wholly despic- 
able—to praise, “in enthusiastic tone, 
every century but this, and every country 
but their own.” No doubt they are, to 
some extent, moved by a revolt against 
pervading complacency; but they have a 
knack of losing their way among the 
clouds, and, in consequence, failing to 
notice the flowers beneath their feet. 

Perhaps, of all the charges made against 
contemporary civilisation and its human 
lruits one of the commonest is that the 
spirit of heroic adventure is peing killed 
by the possibilities of self-indulgent com- 
fort which has put within our 
reach. The Homeric age and the spacious 
days of great Elizabeth are by such critics 
reckoned as without a modern counter- 
part.

The debate on the second reading of the 
Loca] Authorities (Officers and Employés) 
Bill, introduced by Mr. de Valera, was re- 
sumed. : 
President COSGRAVE said that if the bill 
were passed it would mean the upsetting of 
the Civil Service Commission, as well as the 
Local Appointments Board. At the moment 
neither of those bodies cost the State any- 
thing in respect to their personnel,, because 
they were composed of civil servants who 
did the work in addition to their other ordi- 
nary duties. 
The Local Authorities (Officers and Em- 
ployés) Act, 1926, was introduced for one 
main purpose—to secure in the appointment 
of officials to local authorities the very best 
qualified persons, and the main consideration 
in the bill now before the House was to 
secure that some person other than the best 
qualified should be appointed. Local 
authorities were to be invited to ask for a 
panel of not fewer than three names. 
CANVASSING. 

That would mean that canvassing and 
local influence, about which so much had been 
said on the original Act, would be resur- 
rected. The best qualified candidate would 
not be attracted to come forward for exami- 
nation in that case. What was the purpose 
of sending down more tahan one name except 
to invite the local authority to appoint 
someone other than the best qualified person? 
The class of candidates who hag presented 
themselves under the 1926 Act was high, and 
the general result was good. After all, the 
Central Government had a right to have some 
voice in the appointment of those candidates. 
The local authorities were deprived of 
patronage, and were prevented from, appoint- 
ing persons who were not the best qualified. 
Under the bill what would be the position 
of the poor man’s son who had no influence 
if there were no premium on ability, talent 
and capacity to fill those positions The 
mover of the bill had not explained how the 
poor man’s son could secure appointment on 
merit alone. There was a discretion at 
present in the Commissioners as to sending 
down more than one name, and it had been 
exercised on one or two occasions. 


A HIGH STANDARD. . 
_ If there was one thing that had been done 
in connection with appointments made under 
the Local Appointments Commissioners it was 
that the standard of the applicants for the 
various n- had been good.

There was a check cn the work of the 
Selection Board in that, if there was any 
matter in which there was trickery suspected, 
the Local Appointments Commissioners 
could re-assemble the Selection Board and 
ask them to explain points that were obscure. 
e saw no reason why officials should be 
chosen by a local authority which they had 
to serve under, just as ive saw no reaosn why 
civil servants should be chosen by a Minister, 
because officials were no more the servants 
of Council or local authority than civil ser- 
vants were the servants of the Minister. 
Appointments in both cases should be by the 
machinery that would get the best value for 
the — and doing uhe democratic thing 
by the appointment of che best qualified. 
There would be no saving by the sugges- 
tion in the bill of having the same persons 
ae Civil Service Commissioners and 
Local Appointments Commissioners. The 
staff in both cases was a joint one, and 
there would be no reduction in expenditure. 
If they could have got the person who was 
Chairman of the Civil Service Commission 
to act as Chairman of the Local Appoint- 
ments Commission they would have appointed 
him, but as he was not willing to act they 
had to make other arrangements. They 
thought his services were too valuable as 
Chairman of the Civil Service Commission 
to force him to resign if he would not do 
this new duty. 
If the present system was bad there were 
ways by which they could effect changes, 
but he saw no virtue at all in the system 
proposed under the bill. 
Mr, M. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) said he 
wondered why, when the Executive tackled 
this problem previously they had not turned 
down the Local Appointments Commis- 
sioners, and adopt a Civil Service system 


completely. Such a step might have saved 
all the present trouble, 
EXPERIENCE. 
Dr. HENNESSY (Government, South 


Dublin) said that, prior to the passing of 
the Act, it frequently happened that a can- 
didate—a medical candidate—passed his final 
examination one day, had his degree cor- 
ferred, and then went down the day after- 
wards and got elected to a position. That 
was the extent of his professional experience. 
But that really mattered little so long as he 
had influential friends enough on the local 
Board. 
Since the passing of the Act candidates 
very quickly realised that they had little 
chance of being appointed, unless they could 
show they had a good deal of professiona? 
experience, and the man who succeeded best 
was the one who could show that he had, 
say, six months’ experience in a clinical hos- 
é as house surgeon or house physician. 
Vas not the appointment, oí such a man of 
greater advantage to the poor people than the 
candidate who was appointed under the old 
régime? 
“The only thing that surprises me about 
this bill,” said Dr. Hennessy, “is that a 
Chancellor of a University should sponsor it, 
and the fact that he sponsors it is not con- 
sistent with his being an efficient Chancellor 
of a University. If this bill is passed into law 
it will be a very serious thing for graduates 
of the National University. It will mean 
an end to the chances of the National Univer- 
sity graduates finding employment outside the 
country, as most of them have to. In the in- 
terests of decent administration and in the 
interests of the poor the bill ought to be re- 
jected. The poor people have not been dis- 
appointed, because they know the best men 
had been ap ointed. 

Mr. B. MAGUIRE (F.F.) said that there 
was a great lack of confidence in the present 
system. 
Mr. S. BURKE (Parliamentary Secretary) 
said that he agreed with the Minister for 
Finance in deploring Deputy O’Connell’s 
amendment.

A CORK APPOINTMENT. 

Mr, CORRY (F.F., East Cork). on the 
motion for the adjournment, raised the ques- 
tion of the sanctioning by the Local Govern- 
ment Department of an agreement made by 
the Cork County Council in December, 1926, 
in regard. to the inclusive salary for the 
Secretary of the Council. He said that he 
had not received a satisfactory reply from the 
Ministry on the matter.

CROWN SOLICITORS 
STATEMENT. 


BANK NOTES IN A BOOT, 
The murder of the two sisters Maggie and 
Sarah Macauley, who were found shot in their 
home at Armoy, Cu. Antrim, on May 24 last, 
was investigated in Ballymoney yesterday, 
when William Smyllie, a farm servant to the 
Macauley family, was charged before Mr. H. 
R. ‘Jones, R.M., ‘with the murder of the two 
women. 


THE CROWN CASE. 


Mr. H. H. Mussen, Crown Solicitor, in 
stating the case for the Crown, said that their 
suggestion was that robbery was the motive. 
The prisoner knew where Andrew Macauley 
kept his money in an upstairs room, having 
seen him frequently, bring money to pay the 
wages. When the coast was clear the 
prisoner saw his opportunity. The only 
erson in the way was Margaret. The prisoner 
bean down Mr. Macauley's gun, which he 
had often used Yor shooting crows, and dis- 
posed of her. It was clear that she was shot 
from behind. Then he went up stairs where 
the money was kept, ransacked the house, 
and took all the money and valuables that he 
could lay hands on. It was then about one 
o’clock, and he was prepared to leave, when 
Sarah, who had been to the fields with her 
brothers’ dinner, entered the house. She 
found her sister murdered, and was confronted 
in the room by the prisoner, who, knowing 
that she would be able to identify him, also 
murdered her. The assassin then placed the 
gun at the side of one of the victims, probably 
to make it appear a case of suicide. He 
returned to the field where he was harrowing. 
Kate Murdoch, a domestic Servant, went sub- 
sequently to the field and infcrmed him. 
He came, had a glance at «the murdered 
women, and then made towards Armoy 
on a bicycle. On the way he met a police 
sergeant, whom he told of the murder. A most 
important matter arose here. The prisoner 
said to the saggeant that the house had been 
raided. So far as the kitchen was con- 
cerned, there was no sign of raiding. What 
means had he of knowing that the house had 
been raided? i 

After speaking to the sergeant, the pri- 
soner went on into Armoy and entered 
Devlin’s public-house, where he ordered a 
glass of whiskey. The publican’s son was the 
rm person in the public-house at the time 
and served the prisoner, who in his state- 
ment said that he did not mention the 
murder to the boy, as he heard people in the 
kitchen talking about it, and that the house 
had been raided. It would be shown in evi- 
dence that there were no people in the public- 
house at all to talk about the murder. After 
the arrest of the prisoner, District Inspector 
McNeill, with great foresight and prompti- 
tude, directed that another suit of clothes and 
a pair of boots which the prisoner had at 
home should be sent for. When the prisoner 
was about to put on the boots a very astute 
constable looked into the toe of one, and there 
found three missing ten pound notes, which 
would be identified beyond question by Mr. 
Andrew McAuley. ‘hen confronted with‘ 
this very damning piece of evidence the pri- 
soner said: ‘‘ Have you got it all; there 
should be thirty pounds. I got it on the loft 
when up with Leslie yesterday evening. It 
was lying on the floor near Andy’s cash ba” 
I was up with him to see if his money wa 

alright; I don’t give a rap how it goes.” 
Leslie McAuley would prove that he never 
was in the loft with Smyllie that evening. 
The prisoner afterwards stated to his wife in 
the presence of the police: “ I had nothing 
to do with the murder; I only took the

DEATH OF LIFEBOAT HEKQO. 


MAN WHO RECEIVED GOLD 
WATCH FROM KAISER. 


A stirring tale of the sea is recalled by 
the death in the Isle of Wight yesterday 
of James Cotton, who for forty-seven years 
was a member of the Brighstone lifeboat 
crew, and for thirty years was coxswain. 
Cotton took a prominent part in helping 
to save the passengers, crew and bullion 
of the North German Lloyd liner, Eider, 
bound from New York to Bremen, which 
went on the rocks near the Isle of Wight 
during a fog on January 3lst, 1892. 
Captain Heinke, 227 passengers, and a 
crew of 166, together with mails, bars of 
silver and other parts of the cargo were 
saved by the zreat exertions of the life- 


boat- men. The Eider was lifted off the 
rocks about March 7th, and floated to 
Southampton. 


The then Emperor of Germany presented 
£200 to the Lifeboat Institution, and gold 
watches to Cotton and some others con- 
nected with the lifeboats. 

Cotton first served on a lifeboat as a 
boy of fourteen, when he volunteered to 
fill a vacancy in the crew when the. boat 
was called out to a wreck. He becanm a 
regular member of the crew at sixteen, 
and served continuously until the Brigh- 
stone Lifeboat Station was closed in 1917.

PARIS, Wednesday Night. 

The Bourse was unusually quiet and 
cautious to-day, in expectation of the pro- 
gramme speech which M. Poincaré will 
deliver to-morrow. The various forecasts 
that have been made as to its probable 
contents, especially with regard to the 
stabilisation of the franc, are no more 
than a further reflection of the anxiety 
| felt on this score by the different interests 
involved. It may be said that the entire 
business ‘world is in favour of stabilisa- 
tion as near the present rate of exchange 
as may be possible. 
The speeches delivered during the last 
few days at the general meetings wf 
several large business corporations reveal 
the anxiety of trade and commerce to 
get it over. The plea is not for the 
best, but for the least bad, it being 
realised that in this case the best might 
easily prove the enemy of the good. The 
opposition comes from the holders of fixed 
value investments, who stand to see their 
holdings permanently written down, and 
who have all -along been promised a 
further revalorisation, not, of course, by 
M. Poincaré, but by those who solicited 
their votes at the recent election. There 
1s Some reason for believing that the pro- 
gramme speech will hardly bring the 
relief that the business world seeks.

BULLOCK ON BONNET OF

EXCITING QUAY SCENES AT 
WATERFORD.

TOURIST TROPHY RACES. 
A RUNAWAY WIN IN 'HE LIGHT- 
WEIGHTS.

DOUGLAS (1.0.M.), Wednesday. 


The Motor Cycling Light-Weight Tourist 
Trophy race dae was won by Frank Long. 
man on an O.K. Supreme. He had one of 
the easiest victories ever recorded in a 
Tourist Trophy. race, winning by over seven- 
teen minutes, having led the field from the 
epd of the first lap to the finish. As a 
novelty, the record for machines of-the light- 
weight class was not broken, the winner's 
time being 1 min. 37 secs. slower than 
Handley did last year, Longman’s average 
being 62.9 miles per hour, as against Hand- 
ley’s 63.3. 
The fact that the race did not show the 
same improvement in speed as the junior 
race was due to the weather conditions pre- 
vailing in the early stages. Dense fog hung 
over the whole of the island for the 
first two hours of the race, and in the higher 
altitudes of the course. where it crosses the 
shoulder of Snaefell, the visibility was very 
r. Nevertheless, on his second circuit, 
pees ae beat Handley’s Jap record of last 
rear by 1 second, averaging 64.45 miles per 
our. By this time Longman had estab- 
lished such a lead that he had no need to 
force the pace, and touring round at a 
couple of mies an hour faster than any oiner 
of the other competitors,- he ran out an 
easy winner. 


FIELD OF TWENTY-FIVE. 

With a field of 25 the past performances 
of entrants suggested that the issue would 
lie between Handley, the holder, and Ben- 
nett, with Longman and Porter, the Scottish 
crack, as the most dangerous outsiders. The 
race proved a duel between Longman and 
Handiey. Bennett never came into the pt- 
ture, and after doing two very slow laps he 
retired with magneto trouble. Porter was 
in the fifth position at the end of the first 
lap, but was not again amongst the leading 
six, ultimately finishing eighth. 

The race needs little description. As far 
as the leaders are concerned, it almost suffices 
to say that Longman increased his lead every 
lap: At the end of the first circuit he had 
39 secs. lead from Handley, the pair being 
over 2 mins. in front of the field. At the 
end of the second lap, on which Longman 
beut the lap record, Handley was exactly 
3 mins. in arrear. On the third lap he lost 
a further 8 sees. Up to this point the lead- 
ing pair were the only riders who were ex- 
ceeding 60 miles per hour. 


BIG MARGIN OF VICTORY. 

Longman was still further ahead of Hand- 
ley at the end of the fourth lap, and had 
64 mins. in hands at the end of the fifth 
circuit. On the pewultimate lap Handley’s 
machine, which had never been going at its 
best, developed engine trouble, and having 
come down the mountain by force of gravity, 
he retired, leaving Longman a lead of 14} 
mins. Longman rodA home easily, and won 
his first Tourist Trophy by a bigger mar- 
gin than any Tourist Trophy has ever pre- 
viously been won. 

Longman, who is a motor cycle agent at 
Ealing, may be regarded as one of the 
vetérans of Manxland racing, having com- 
peted every year since 1922. He was riding 
his fourteenth Tourist Trophy Race to-day, 
and has a record of consistency that few 
who have raced in the island can equal. 
Including to-day’s race, he finished in nine 


_ 


of the events, failing to finish on five 
occasions only. His best performances in 
the Junior race were sixth in 1923, and 


eighth in 1926. In the Senior race he was 
second in 1925, third in 1926, and seventl) 
last year; while in the sidecar race of 1925 
he was fourth. He had never previously 
ridden in a light-weight event. 

Eleven of the twenty-five starters finished, 
and the first nine receive replicas. Of the 
two overseas riders, Mager (Sweden) retired 
on the first .lap, while Boudin (Channel 
Islands) broke a fork after doing five laps. 
Burney was the only one of the Irish trio 
to complete the race. He went round as In 
a reliability trial. Riding in his sixth Tourist 


.Trophy race, he finished for the fourth time, 


getting tenth place and just missing a replica. 
Johnston. winner of the race in 1926, was 
never prominent, and retired with tyre 
trouble after five laps. He had a considerable 
amount of mechanical trouble in the earlier 
stages of the race.

DISCUSSION IN FREE 
STATE SENATE,

In the Free State Senate yesterday Mr. 
Linehan, Cork, moved : — 

“That, in view of the large and increasing 
proportion of wheat and its 
at present being imported for con- 
sumption within the J rish Free State, 
the Senate is of opinion that the 
cultivation of a greatly increased area 
of Irish-grown wheat for home con- 
sumption hag become a matter of 
urgent importance, and requests ‘the 
Executive Council to provide by legis- 
lation that all flour sold within the 
Irish Free State shall contain a sub- 
stantial] percentage of the flour of 

' Irish-grown wheat.”’ 

Mr. Lenihan said that the production of 
wheat in the Saorstat was less than in any 
other European country. In former years 
not only was sufficient wheat grown for hobs 
requirements, but a large quantity was ex- 
ported. Should anything happen to prevent 
the free import of foreign grain, famine and 
starvation would result. It behoved those 
responsible for the welfare of the country 
to take such precautionary measures as would 
avert that calamity. 

LACK OF A MARKET. 

There was no doubt that the Free State 
could produce sufficient wheat of good quality 
to feed its people, and thé decline in the area 
of wheat was due to the want of a market 
owing to the preference of e¢onsumers for 
foreign flour and the reluctance of Irish 
millers to buy Irish wheat, a reluctance which 
was largely based on fallacious ideas as to its 
quality. If a market were provided for Irish 
wheat he believed that in a short time the 
farmers would largely increase the area under 
cultivation. The price need not exceed that 
quoted from day to day in the London market 
for British wheat. 

Irish wheat was at some disadvantage as 
regards quality, but the yield of Irish wheat 
compared favourably with that of any other 
country. Owing to its strong straw no crop 
was better able to withstand the rains or 
storms which sometimes came in the harvest 
season. The disadvantage of high moisture 
content was not, in his opinion, sufficient to 
deter them from growing wheat. 
of Irish wheat per acre was high. 

The promotion of wheat culture would 
materially help to reduce the Free State’s 
national adverse trade balance, and would 

. give large additional employment in farms 
and mills, and a sense of security to the 
people against the contingent danger of 
famine. It would be observed that, in order 
to carry out the suggestion contained in the 
resolution, no subsidy from the State was 
asked far apart from administrative charges. 
The import .of wheat and its products cost 
the nation £7,000,000 a year.

DUMPING. 

Mr. Kenny quoted the Fiscal Committee's 
report that the provision of flour-milling was 
important in the national interests. They 
were up against a position t¢-day that because 
of over-production in the mills in England 
the surplus was being dumped in the Free 
State at below cost price. Flour was one of 
the few cases in which they manufactured 
their own raw material, and had the skilled 
workmen necessary to produce the finished 
article. Everything possible should be done 
to develop such industries to the uttermost. 
It was essentially a situation in which the 
Government could usefully intervene. Farmers 
had not been trained up to business, and 
were unable by themselves to set up an 
organisation which would adjust the matter. 

a reasonable solution was offered they 
would, no doubt, co-operate heartily, as they 
did in the legislation for the improvement 
of agricultural produce, 

Mr. A. Jackson said that if the millers were 
compelled to use a certain percentage of Irish 
wheat competition from England would 
be very much intensified, The consumer was 
really to blame more than the farmer and 
the miller. In various parts of the West of 
Ireland the people must have white flour. 
Forty years ago a great many country mills 
were working. The people were satisfied 
then with the flour ground with the ordinary 
stones, but the new machinery came in, and 
American white flour was imported and the 
Irish mills closed down, 

WHAT IS NEEDED. 

What they needed was to alter the taste 
of the people. If the suggestion in the 
motion were adopted, a tariff would be re- 
quired to protect the millers from their out- 
side competitors. He did not know that the 
millers had any objection to using Irish- 
grown wheat wherever it was found suitable. 
The bran from Irish wheat was of a reddish 
colour, and farmers had an inveterate dislike 
to a red bran, although in many cases it 
had been proved to be better and more 
nourishing than white bran. He would like 
an inquiry by the Government into the whole 
question. 

Mr. Counihan said that while he was in 
favour of any reasonable proposal to increase 
the production of wheat, he could not sup- 
port the motion. He had never heard even 
the most extreme protectionist advocate such 
a drastic measure. The reason why tillage 
was declining was because it did not pay. 
The climate was not suitable for the growing 
of wheat. Even when wheat was grown the 
farmers had to sell it immediately that it 
was harvested. 

He suggested that there should be Govern- 
ment gravaries for the storage of Irish grain, 
and that the farmers should receive two- 
thirds of the value of the grain on delivery, 
and that would help them to dispose of their 
grain at a reasonable price, instead of being 
at the mercy of the merchants. 


GOOD REASONS. 

Mr. J. Bagwell said that he did not agree 

with the motion ‘at all. r the one person 
who grew wheat at presem’, and who would 
grow wheat if effect were given to this 
motion, there would still be a very large 
number whose interest it would be to get the 
most suitable loaf of bread on their tables 
three times a day. There were good economic 
reasons for the small amount of wheat grown 
in the Free State. It was a very expensive 
rop to grow. 
: So far á he knew nobody had any difhculty 
in selling any wheat that, they grew. The 
difficulty was to get the poople to grow it. 
The millers supplied what the people wanted. 
They could get plenty of good bread in this 
country, and that was what the people 
ner | 

Mr. O’Rourke said that if the motion were 
adopted it would have a good effect on the 
tillage of the country. The motion should be 
altered to protect the Irish miflers. 

The Chairman said that if the Government 
gave effect to the motion, no matter what 
the quantity of foreign wheat or flour im- 
ported into the country was, it could not be 
marketed or sold unless and until it was 
mixed with a certain quantity of Irish wheat. 


PUBLIC TO BLAME. 

Dr. St. John Gogarty, in supporting the 
motion, said that the public was largely to 
blame for preferring white pap flour, judged 
by its colour scheme. When the people 
realised that the proper colour of flour was 
yellow something would be done to set the 
matter right. He suggested that the children 
should be taught in the schools what yood 
fiour really was. 

Sir John Keane stated that there were a 
dozen unseen factors lurking in a motion of 
that kind, If the matter was to be gone into 
on its merits, it should be the subject of a 
deliberate inquiry, with skilled evidence and 
examination, in order to discover, not the 
obvious benefits, but the unseen factors and 
fallacies that lurked behind. It would be just 
as reasonable to inquire why they should not 
prohibit the importation of maize, and say 
that a certain proportion of pigs must be fed 
on Irish-grown barley. 

He agreed that if there was a world war 
in which England was involved we would 
suffer an acute shortage of supplies, but he 
did not see how we would get over that by

NO DEMAND, 

Mr. McLoughlin said that he had every 
sympathy with the proposal, and he was 
sorry that he could not support it.

NORTHERN GOVERNMENT 
AND DERRY COLLEGE, 


MR, POLLOCK’S LETTER 
TO DR. LOWE, | 


. 


* From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

In connection with the discussion at the 
General’ Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
with reference to the action of the Northern 
Government in declining to give a grant to 
the McCrea-Magee College, unless it 1s 
dissociated from Dublin University, the Clerk 
of the Assembly (the Rev. Dr. Lowe), at the 
meeting to-day, stated that he had received 
the following letter from the Right Hon, H. 
M. Pollock, Minister of Finance :— 

“Dear Mr. Lowe,—I was surprised, in 
reading the report of the Aesembly’s Cam- 
mittee on McCrea-Magee College, to notice an 
important and erroneous statement that the 
Northern Government is giving a large annual 
grant to a Roman Catholic training college 
at Hammersmith, London. 

“Our Government gives no ‘grant’ to a 
Roman Catholic training college. We pay 
the English Board of Kducation a sum of 
£76 13s. 4d. per capita for the training and 
maintenance of forty Ulster. Catholic male 
students, in exactly the same way as we pay 
in Belfast for Catholic female students, and 
at the same cost as for the students in 
training for teaching of all other denomina- 
tions. 

“The Government adopted this course for 
two important reasons :'— 

‘“First—It saves the cost of the construc- 
tion and maintenance of a hostel for these 
students. 

‘‘Second—It has the effect of giving a 
broader outlook on life to the students 
through association with their English 
fellow-countrymen who are selected by the 
British Ministry of Education, and paid for 
by the Govertiment at the same cost as our 
own, 

“We are, therefore, not doing for the 
Roman Catholic students anything which is 
not done for others, and which is not done 
in England and Scotland. 

“My purpose in addressing you is not to 
discuss the merits of the Derry College 
claim, but to correct an obvious misstate- 
ment. 

“ But I cannot help calling your attention 
to a reported statement of your own—that 
we are ‘taking the Belfast view.’ This is 
far from being the case in respect of Lof- 
donderry; it is no exaggeration to say that 
that community is being subsidised by the 
Government to an extent unparalleled in the 
history of Ireland, and out of all proportion 
to any similar assistance given elsewhere. 

“TI write this to yourself, because of my 
great personal regard for you, and because 
1 dislike public controversy in the Press. 

“ But, I feel that it is due to the Govern- 
ment that you should take the first con- 
venient opportunity to correct the wrong im- 
pression conveyed by the wording of the re- 
port.—Yours, sincerely, tie 

: “H. M. PorLock£. 
DR. LOWE'S SUGGESTION. 

The Clerk, proceeding, said that he 
thought that they ought to respect Mr. 
Pollock’s request, and it would not do any 
harm whatever to remove that paragraph— 
the last paragraph—from the report altogether. 
That was one thing; then he would suggest 
another thing. There was a part of one of 
the resolutions—No, 3—and he thought that 
they might remove it also. They were advo- 
cating the claims of the M‘Crea-Magee 
College, and he did not think that they need 
refer to the claims of anybody else. Would 
the Assembly allow the last paragraph of the 
report to be eliminated altogether and the 
last part of Resolution No. ó, referring to 
the grant to the college in Derry, (Cries of 
‘‘Agree”’ and “ No.) 

He thought that they should agree to that, 
because their claim could stand on its own 
feet. (Hear, hear.) He would therefore sug- 
gest that they do that. All in favour could 
say ‘‘ Aye.”’ 

The Moderator declared that the “‘ Ayes”’ 
had it. 

The Clerk, continuing, said that in regard 
to “the Belfast view ' they knew that one 
must have a little latitude when making 
a speech; but he did not think that he 
went very far outside the proper limits. 
He did not think that the Government took 
anything but a generous view in regard to 
Derry generally, but he did think that in 
regard to the McCrea-Magee College os 
took a rather narrow view. However, he took 
the first opportunity of submitting Mr, Pol- 
lock’s letter, and it was right to say that 
Mr. Pollock and the other members of the 
Government ‘had ‘treated them with the 
greatest consideration and courtesy in all 
their interviews. (Applause ) 

The paragraphs above referred to were :— 

“The Northern Government is giving a 
large annual grant to a Roman Catholic 
training college at Hammersmith, London, 
in respect of Roman Catholic teachers from 
Northern Ireland; but it declines to make 
an annual grant for a non-sectarian educa 
tional institution in Londonderry.’’ 

And the resolution ran:—‘‘That the As- 
sembly expresses its profound disappointment 
and dissatisfaction with the action of the 
Government of Northern Ireland in declin- 
ing to give any grant for the McCrea-Magee 
College Arts School even under a revised 
scheme approved by the Government itself, 
simply and solely on the ground that the

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Miss Irene Savidge was three and a half 
hours in the witness-box at the Law Courts, 
London, yesterday at the first public sitting 
of the Tribunal appointed to inquire into the 
alleged ‘‘ third degree methods of interrogat- 
ing her recently at Scotland Yard, and she 
was still under cross-examination when the 
Court rose. 

The appointment of the Tribunal arose out 
of events following a charge against Sir Leo 
Money and the girl of an offence against 
Hyde Park regulations, of which both were 
acquitted, with ten guineas costs against the 


police. ' 
SAVAGE OR SAVIDGE? 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C. (who appeared 
for Miss Savidge) went over the circumstances 
under which Miss Savidge was called to Scot- 
land Yard, and said that when arrested Miss 
Savidge had been guilty of a minor sub- 
terfuge. When she was charged at the police 
station the officer had written her name down 
as Savage. She, thinking that the difference 
might possibly prevent her father and mother 
or the public knowing she was the same Miss 
Savidge, had signed her name Savage, instead 
of Savidge. When the police officers came to 
see her she thought that had been discovered 
and that was one of the reasons why they 
had come, 


MISS SAVIOGE CALLED, 

Miss Savidge was then called, and ex- 
plained the circumstances in which the police 
came to see her at her place of business on 
May 15th. At Scotland Yard Inspector 
Collins said: ‘‘ Look here, Miss Savidzge, we 
have you here to tell us the truth, and if you 
do not, both you and Sir Leo will suffer 
dearly.” 

He was at first threatening, but afterwards 
became nice and friendly. He put his arm 
round her, and said; “Perhaps, Sir. Leo was 
putting his arm round you embracing you like 
this.” She told him it was ‘not so, and alse 
denied other suggestions’ When she gos 
home from Scotland Yard she was thoroughly 
exhausted. 

CROSS-E X AMINED. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Birkett, K.C. (for 
the police), Miss Savidge said that she was 
talking to her father at home on the night 
of the fifteenth when Sir Leo called. i 
was Sir Leo who suggeste that she should 
go to the office of a firm: of solicitors the 
next day.

The late Governor-General had expressed to 
him his warmest regards for the Presbytexian 
community, and so had Mr. W. T. Cosgrave.

THE TENTHS FUND QUESTION. 


The report of the Judicial Commission, a 
body to which the Agsembly. not infrequently 
remits matters of a delicate character, dealt 
with two subjects. One of these was the well- 
known Shankill Road Mission, where a re- 
arrangement of the work has been found 
necessary. ‘The other was the Tenths Fund 
scheme, which was proposed to the Assembly 
by the Rev. G. T. C. Clemente last year. At 
that Assembly the question had been raised 
whether it was competent for the Assembly 
to direct that bequests to the Sustentation 
Fund, which the testators had not directed to ' 
be invested, could be placed in a Tenths 
Fund. It may be explained that a Tenthe 
Fund is a fund in which donations and ‘be- 
quests may be placed ;*and out of which they 
are distributed, over a period of ten years, in 
equal annual amounts to the beneficiaries, It 
is a system of Church finance long since in 
use in Scotland.

PROPOSED WIDENING. 
Baer 2 
£40,000 BATHS SCHEME 
FOR RATHMINES, 


——— 


The question of the widening of Portobello 
Bridge came up for consideration ab the 
monthly meeting of the Rathmines Urban 
District Council, Dublin, yesterday. . 

Mrs. M. 8. Ketgle was in the chair. 

In connection with the reading of the minutes 
of the Public Health Committee, Mr. William 
Ireland said that the widening of Portobello 
Bridge was very necessary, and had been on 
hands for years. Unless something was done 
soon there would be a serious accident there. 

The Chairman’ said that they hoped that 
something definite would be done soon. A 
deputation from the Council had waited on 
the City Commissioners last month, and Mr. 
Commissioner Murphy had asked for a 
further report, and that when that had been 
done Mr. Lambert and the Chairman should 
attend at the Ministry-to discuss the matter. 
This had been done, but nothing further had 
been heard about it since. It was her opinion 
that it was high time that the work should 
be begun. She believed that it was 
essential, in view of the narrowness of the 
bridge and of the great traffic that obtained 
there that the authorities should put a police- 
man there on point duty. This question had 
been raised, and the authorities informed 
them that a Guard could not be spared for 
this duty. This seemed to her to be an 
extraordinary situation. 

Mr. Barry said that he could not under- 
stand why a policeman could not be placed 
on duty at Portobello Bridge, which was one 
of the most dangerous places in Dublin. 
“The chief of police,” he declared, ' can 
send plenty of his men to look after the dogs 
at Harold’s Cross, and he cannot spare one 
to look after life and limb at this exceedingly 
dangerous place.” 

Mr. Barrv went to say that he thought 
that the widening of the bridge should be 
undertaken at once. 

The Chairman said that they would have 
to await the decision of the Local Govern- 
ment Department. 

THE MAKING OF A NEW ROAD. 

Mr. Barry then raised the question of the 
relaying and making of a trunk road of the 
artery from Leeson street to Charlemont 
Bridge. There was work in the scheme for 
200 men at. any moment, and he suggested 
that operations be commenced at once. 

Mr. Benson said that the matter was not so 
easy as some people thought. There were 
many vested interests concerned. 

Mrs. Johnson said that a sum of five or 
six thousand pounds was involved. She 
suggested that a deputation should wait on 
the Local Government Department. 

At this point Mr, Benson said it was not 
desirable that the matter should be discussed 
in public. | 

The suggestion was adopted by the Council. 

THE ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

Arising out ot the minutes of the 
Lighting Committee, a letter was read from 
the .Electricity Supply Board relative to th® 
proposal by the Kathmineg Council to instal 
an additional motor generator to meet the 
peak demand during next winter. Ms Se 

Mr. W. Ireland, Chairman of the Lighting 
Committee, said that the letter was not satis- 
factory, and the Uouncil did not know where 
they stood. He was not satisfied that they 
should not be allowed to go on with the 
setting up of additional plant as they required 
it 


The Chairman said that as long as the 
Council was in charge it was responsible to 
the ratepayers for the continuous supply of 
electricity. Their technical officer had in- 
formed them that a continuous supply could 
not be guaranteed next winter unless an extra 
motor* generdtot were installed. The 
Electricity Supply Board, however, held that 
it was not necessary. 

Dr. K. Lynn suggested that the letter be 
referred to the Lighting’ Committee to be 
fully considered. 

This course was adopted. 

PROPOSED PUBLIC BATHS. 

The vexed question of the local public baths 
again arose. 

Mrs. Kettle said that the matter had been 
before the Council for a long time, and she 


clear decision on it. Up to the moment 
there had been two of the members who 
seemed to be against the scheme, and it was 
now high time that something decisive should 
be done. They had acquired an admirable 
site, and if their scheme was now dropped 
they would stand to lose thousands of pounds.

_ Mr. Sibthorpe said that there would be an 
income of £2,500 a year from these baths if 
they were constructed.

Mrs. Johnson said that, as the result of the 
speeches which she had just heard regarding 
the method of raising the money, she with- 
drew her objection, . 

The minutes were then adopted unani- 
mously. 


THE BEST PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

A letter was read from the Carnegie Trust 
offering a grant of £1,000, spread over five 
years, on Condition that the 3d. library rate 
remained in force throughout that period, and 
that not less than £1,000 is actually spent out 
of the 3d. rate on the alterations. The 
Carnegie Trust pointed out that the Rath- 
mines Library was admittedly the most up-to- 
date institution of its kind in Southern 
Ireland. 

On the motion of Mr. Benson, seconded by

SCHOOLS CLOSING OWING 

_ TO LACK OF TEACHERS, 

| CALL FOR VIGOROUS 
MEASURES, 


The need for the training of teachers 
for Church of Ireland pupils was dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the Joint Synod 
of the Dioceses of Dublin, Glendalough 
and Kildare, at its resumed sittings at 
the- Synod Hall, Christchurch place, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Gregg, Archbishop 
of Dublin, presided, and there was again 
a full attendance of clergy and.laity. 

Mr. J. A. Maconchy said that the State 
was not responsible for religious educa- 
tion. If teachers of their Church did not 
come forward in sufficient numbers for 
training, what was to become of the re- 
ligious education of their children? 

A discussion also took place with regard 
to the Poor Parishes Fund.

FUND. 


-— 


HOW IT OPERATES. 


Mr. J. A. Maconchy moved the meas 
of the annual report and statement of ac- 
counts. The income for the year amounted 
to £55,441 14s. 2d., and the expenditure to 
£52,941 9s. 3d., showing a surplus of income 
for the period of £500 4s. 1ld., as compared 
with an excess of expenditure over income in 
| the previous year amounting to £1,121 1s. 5d. 
Mr. Maconchy explained various matters 
_contained in the report. Dealing with the 
| Poor Parishes Fund, he said that it was the 
‘only fund to which the Diocesan Council 
\could turn when special assistance became 
[necessary for poor, thinly-populated parishes. 

he Dean of Kildare seconded the 
resolution. 

Replying to criticism that only seven 
parishes in the Dublin Diocese had contributed 
to the Poor Parishes Fund, the Rev. Canon 
Connell (Clontarf) said that one could not get 
up an appeal for a fund which had a credit 
balance of £750. 

Mr. Maconchy said that the policy in the 
past with regard to this fund was to build 
up a capital fund from which to derive 
income. It was hardly fair to say that 
£750 was a balance of revenue. It arose by 
the transfer back from the capital to revenue 
account. If they spent all that sum of 
£750 they would have nothing to fall back 
upon except their income each year. At 
present they were spending more than their 
income on poor parishes. 

The President said that no one, perhaps, 
could speak with more knowledge of the 
effect of the Poor Parishes Fund than the 
bishop of the diocese. The way in which it 
operated was :—Supposing it came about that 
a parish was vacant which had not got the 
minimum stipend, and they wanted him to 
put a man in there, the Diocesan Council 
said to the parish: '' We will be prepared to 
offer you a certain sum if you put down 
something extra yourselves.’’ It was a sort 
of bargain. 

The Diocesan Council guarantee to the 
young clergyman that he will not get less 
than, say, £500 a year, and this accordingly 
makes the situation more possible. He re- 


garded the Poor Parishes Fund as very 
important, but could not press the matter 


forward while this sum of £750 was there 
unexpended. 

The Rev. A. Morrow moved an amendment 
to the adoption of the report that it be an 


Diocesan Council and 


exercise all possible care and discretion in 
the distribution of funds for the augmentation 
of the stipends of the poorer clergy. 

A LARGE DONATION. 

His resolution was of special importance in 
view of the fact that a large donation or gift 
had come in for the special use of the poorer 
clergy. He moved this resolution to ensure 
that that gift would come to those for whom 
it was intended. 

Canon Lewis-Crosby, speaking for the 
’Diocesan Council, said that if any clergyman 
had a grievance, if he communicated with 
them, they would be glad to give the matter 
every consideration. 

Sir Thomas Robinson said that the amend- 
ment proposed was reasonable, but as a lay 
member of the Council he would like to assure 
Mr. Morrow and the House that no subject 
that came before the Council excited so much 
interest, anxiety and sympathy as the matter 
brought. up by Mr Morrow that day In 
every case brought before them, if there were 
a doubt, the benefit of it was given to the 
applicant. 

Archdeacon Stuart said that he hoped the 
amendmert would not be passed. If the 
money were to be given in all cases where 
the minimum stipend was not made up, it 
would put the Council in a very false posi- 
tion. It would be applying money for a 
purpose it was not intended. 

The President said that the question of 
a minimum stipend was a difficult one. ‘They 
might have, for instance, a bacholor living 
In a parish where he received £450 a year. 
That man could not be compared in any 
sense whatever with the man with a wife 
and six children living on the same stipend. 
They were one of the few Churches in which 
consideration was not definitely made for 
the existence of a wife and children. This 
thirty per cent. gave the Council an oppor- 


tunity for considering all these facts. The 
man who lived in Dublin and had techni- 
cally the minimum stipend was definitely 


poorer than the man with the same stipend 
and several acres of land down the country. 
He was perfectly prepared to accept an in- 
struction from the Synod to exercise care 
and discretion in these matters. 

The amendment was lost, and the motion 
moved by Mr. Maconchy and seconded by 
the Dean of Kildare and the report be 
adopted, passed. 


DIOCESAN BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

The Synod then -proceeded to deal with 
the report of the Diocesan Board of Educa- 
tion. 

The report drew attention to the serious 
financial condition of the Diocesan Boys’ 
School. During the past year the Board 
had devoted a considerable amount of time 
to the affairs of the school. A new constitu- 
tion for its future working was drawn up, 
and in conjunction with a Union of Past 
Pupils, recently formed, an appeal was made 
to the members of their Church in these 
dioceses for financial assistance in reducing 
the debt on the school, and in providing for 
such repairs and accessories as might tend 


to its greater usefulness. A sum of £341 
12s. 4d. was received in response to the 
appeal. 


During the year the Board lost one of 
its most generous supporters in the death of 
Lord Iveagh. 

The condition of the Candidate Teachers’ 
Training Fund, founded by the unanimous 
vote of these Synods in 1924, fell lamentably 
short of the needs of the diocese and of the 
Church. The demand for the fund became 
more and more urgent; but the fund, instead 
of increasing, was in danger of decreasing. 
Last year the amount received was £41i. 
This year, up to the time of preparing the 
report, it was £80 short. The indifference 
shown by many members of the Church on 
this subject was regrettable. 


CANDIDATE TEACHERS. 

There were candidates by the score desir- 
ing to be teachers. There were 
schools, some closing and many others 
certain to be closed, for lack of teachers; 
but candidates were turned away in 
large numbers because they could not them- 
selves find, and the Church would not arouse 
itself to find for them, the machinery now 
necessary to ensure a “pass” at the 
examination for entrance to the “raining 
College. The Board regretted that the in- 
sufficient preparation of candidates for 
entrance to the Training College had Ied to 
the percentage of failures to secure admis- 
sion being very high. Unless vigorous 
measures were undertaken without delay, not 
only should they have to face closing schools, 
but soon the whole dioceses must be derelict. 
The need for a steady supply of teachers was 
pressing. 

Moving the adoption of the report, Mr. 
Maconchy .said that the whole matter of 
religious education was essentially a matter 
for laymen. The future of the whole Church 
was at stake, and the matter had not received 
in the past from the laity that close atten- 
tion and interest which it deserved. 


The State was not responsible for religious | 


‘ 


education : it was left entirely to the indivi- 
[dual Charches. If teachers of their Church 
did not come forth in sufficient number for 
training, what, he » was to become of 
the religious education of their children? ‘Che 
amount received for diocesan education in 
1927 was about £600 and for the Teachers’ 
Candidates’ Fund £400. 

They contributed about £15,000 towards 
foreign missions; but if they one-fourth 
of that amount for education they would be 
able to train their own teachers and give 
their children religious education. He did 
not think that there could be a better out- 
let w money than the Candidate Teachers' 

und. 

The Rev. W. J. Mayne, who seconded, said 
that, after what they had heard, they would 
be very heartless if they went forth from the 
Synod without having a deeper interest in 
this matter. Their Church of the future 
must stand or fall by the attention which 
was given to religious education. He 
thought that suitable children should be 
picked out and sent in for scholarships, which 
were available under the Erasmus Smith 
Board and the Incorporated Society. 

The Rev. Canon Long, Timolin, mentioned 
a school in which no Protestant teacher was 
available, and the boys were taught by a 
Roman Catholic. 

THE TRAINING COLLEGES. 

The Rev. William Anderson, Principal 
Mountjoy School, said that at present there 
were certain sources from which candidates 
were provided for entrance examinations to 
the Training College. In the first place, 
there were preparatory colleges that had re- 
cently been founded by the Government, 
from which no supplies had yet been forth- 
coming. Then there were secondary schools. 
The average candidate who was a reasonable 
time at a secondary school and_ received 
secondary school education would likely pass 
the entrance examination without muth 
trouble; but a comparatively smail number 
of candidates would only be provided from 
this source. 

Training colleges must, for the present, 
and for some years to come, rely upon the 
primary schools as the chief source of supply. 
The standard of education given to children 
of thirteen and fourteen years in primary 
schools was far below the requirements of 
the entrance examination to the training 
college. Owing to the activities of the late 
Principal Moore, some years ago, the Church 
of Ireland Training College adopted a plan 
under which they received into residence cer- 
tain girls whose ambition was to enter into 
the Training College. These girls resided 
in the Training College, and received prepara- 
tion for entrance to the Training College at 
an outside institution. 

A SUGGESTION. 

He suggested that the Governors of the 
Training College should organise a school 
for the benefit of these girls under two 
teachers, and the Governors themselves should 
superintend the education which these girls 
received as preparation for entrance to the 
Training College. If the governors would 
organise this school the Free State Ministry 
of Education might recognise it as a 
secondary school, and the pupils would be 
eligible to earn the capitation grant from 
the Ministry of Education as recognised 
pupils in the secondary school. The fees 
paid to outside institutions, together with 
this grant, would go a long way towards 
providing salaries for the teachers, 


NEED OF MORE TEACHERS. 

The Rev. Canon H. Kingsmill Moore, 
D.D., late Principal of Kildare Street Train- 
ing College, said that nothing could be more 
excellent than what Mr. Anderson had sug- 
gested; but he had not shown how it was 
to be done. There was the question of 
money, for instance. The difficulty of pro- 
viding teachers was a very serious one. 
They all realised that there was a great 
necessity for more teachers. The ideal 
scheme which Mr. Anderson had sketched 
for them could, he believed, be accomplished 
if they made a determined effort. Certainly 
much more could be done than had been 
done, and Mr. Anderson had pointed them 
to the nght direction. 

Lord Glenavy suggested that the Rev. Mr. 
Anderson should put his proposal in concrete 
form, in a memorandum or handbill, which 
they could consider at leisure, because he 
believed the time was ripe to make some 
appeal to their Church people to meet this 
need for the training of teachers for Church 
of Ireland pupils. He believed that it was 
up.to the laity to try and solve this problem. 
He certainly would do his part if a concrete 
proposal was put before them. He thought 
that the Rev. Mr. Anderson would have con- 
ferred a benefit upon them all if he put his 
proposition into shape and circulated it 
among the members of the House, 
(Applause. ) | ; 

The President agreed with Lord Glenavy’s 
suggestion. 

The Rev. Mr. Anderson agreed to act on 
the suggestion made by Lord Glenavy, and 
the report of the Board of Education was 
adopted. 

DUBLIN DIOCESAN COUNCIL. 

The Rev. E. H. F. Campbell moved a re- 
solution to vary the mode of election to the 
Dublin Diocesan Council to permit of three 
clergymen and four laymen,not members of the 
outgoing Council, being elected. The mover 
of the resolution said that the idea of the 
motion was to bring “ new blood " into the 
Council. There was no idea behind it of 
youth versus age. 

" Mr. F. A. Lowe seconded the resolution. 

Archdeacon Stuart thought that it would 
be difficult to get sufficiently qualified young 
men to serve on the Council. 

Mr. Maconchy said that, as a matter of 
fact. six or severi new members were elected 
to the Council the last time. | 

The President said that as the resolution 
proposed was contrary to 4 resolution of 
1870. which must first be rescinded, it was 
out of order. 

The motion was withdrawn. 

On the motion of the Earl of Belmore, 
seconded by Mr. Maconchy, a vote of thanks 
was passed, by acclamation, to the Rev. 
Canon Connell and Mrs. Connell for the 
excellent catering arrangements, of which 
they had charge. eas, 

The President pronounced the Benediction, 
and the Synod ended. 

Lord Glenavy acted as Legal Assessor to 
the President. 

The Dean of Christ Church Cathedral was 
elected clerical member of the Representa- 


tive Church Body. 
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THE PYRAMIDS. 


BELIEF IN A FUTURE LIFE. 
The Rev. J. Politeyan, in the course of 
his lecture yesterday on archeological dis- 
coveries in Palestine, said that he had been 
asked to savy a few words about the Great 
Pyramid and whether he believed that :t 
had any message for the world. It had, he 
considered, a message, and that message was 
that there is life beyond the tomb. There 
was another pyramid a hundred years older 
than the one of which so much was heard, 
but the Great Pyramid was. best known. 
It was a most wonderful building, 450 feet 
high, covering an area of thirty acres. It 
was composed of no less than 2,500,000 stones, 
each stone weighing two and a half tons. 

In Egypt the people thought more of death 
and the hfe beyond than of the present. In 
ancient Egypt the belief was held that men 
and women had six living elements—the soul, 
the spirit, the heart, the brain, the intellt- 
zence, and the body. All six were living; 
nothing could die. When anyone died, the 
body was put in the tomb, and the other 
elements went to the bright land umtil the 
Day of Resurrection, when the soul and the 
body would meet. again, and all six elements 
come together. In the ancient days there was 
a fear that on that day the other elements 
mignt not find the body of which they had 
been part; and tke great cairns were built 
to preserve the bodies of the dead until the 
day when the elements would come together 
again. Mr. Politeyan’s theory was that the 
Great Pyramid and all the other buildings 
of a similar nature were built because of that 
belief in a life beyond the tomb.

At Dundrum District Court yesterday five 
boys—Christy Doyle, George Morrin, Matt 
O'Neill, Laurence Dawson and Thomas 
Smith—were charged with the larceny of 
five watches from a show case in Mr.

O'Neill and Morrm 
had been previously convicted of bicycle 
stealing. and if they came before him again 
he would send them to prison. He fined 
them 20s. each, and ordered each of them to 
veceive three strokes of the birch. 


| TRINITY LAW 
SITTINGS. 


ELECTION OF A NEW 
BENCHER, 
——— 


The ‘Trinity Law Sittings were opened in 
the High Court, Dublin Castle, yesterday, 
at the conclusion of the usual meeting of 
the Judges and Benchers in the Benchers’ 
Chambers. All the judges were present, 

The Benchers elected as one of their 
number Mr. Robert Murray, the “father” 
of the Free State Bar. 

This election is exceptional, inasmuch as 
Mr. Murray had not been called to the 
Inner Bar, and the compliment paid to him 
is appreciated by the profession generally. 


THE SUPREME COURT, 

The Chief Justice, Mr. Justice FitzGibbon 
and Mr. Justice Murnaghan sat in the 
Supreme Court to hear applications to have 
dates fixed for the hearing of appeals. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., who is for the appellant 
in the case of Reilly against the Clonmel 
Corporation, said that he believed that this 
case had been settled. He had not actually 
got a letter to that effect, but he had been 
told that at the end of last sittings. 

Mr. Overend, K.C., mentioned the appeal 
of Spain against the Special Commissioners 
of Income Tax, which was an appeal from a 
decision of the High Court refusing an order 
for mandamus to the Commissioners to grant 
|a certificate for a refund of £600 income 
tax. Counsel said that the High Court 
held that a mandamus did not lie in this 
case; but, having regard to a decision of 
the Court of Appeal in England, which, they 
hought, was in their favour, a petition had 

een lodged on behalf of the appellant with 
he Minister for Finance praying that this 
efund might be made, and he asked their 

rdships to allow the appeal to stand out 

f the list for the present, as, if the petition 
were granted, it would be unnecessary to 
trouble the Court with the appeal. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—It is try the 
Minister first, and, if you fail, try an appeal. 
_ Mr. McCann, K.C.—It was a case in which, 
if it could have been done, there should 
have been a case stated, but it appears the 
Commissioners had no power to do it. 

The Court allowed the case to stand until 
next sittings. 


CRIERS’ APPEAL. 

Mr. Maguire, K.C., said that the case of 
Fitzgibbon and others against. the Attorney- 
General was one of considerable urgency, as 
1 concerned the claim for compensation by 
certain criers of the court, and, in view of 
the fact that the plaintiffs had been kept 
out of their. compensation for such a long 
time, and owing to matters which arose from 
time to time, and also having regard to 
the fact that there was a prospect of their 
claim being affected by legislation, he asked 
their lordships if they could see their way 
to expedite the hearing of the appeal this 
term. 

The Chief Justice said that it seemed to 
him that, for obvious reasons, a special Court 
would have to be constituted to hear this 
appeal. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., said that he was going 
to suggest that there were scarcely any reasons 
for expediting the hearing of this appeal, 
because in a simlar case of Hamilton against 
the Attorney-General, which was in the list. 
Mr. Dickie was going to apply to have it put 
off till next term for the same reasons that 
Mr. Maguire asked to have his case heard 
immediately. 

Mr. Maguire said that he was instructed 
to press his application, and he did so. He 
was not aware of the reasons that had urged 
Mr. Dickie to take the course that he was 
adopting. 

Chief Justice—It will have to take its 
turn. I will have to find a Court, and it will 
depend on the conveniences of the members 
of that Court, 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., applied to have the case 
of Hamilton and another against the 
Attorney-General, which is another compen- 
sation case, taken out of the list until next 
sittings. 

The Court took the case out of the list 
until next sittings. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., said that he understood 
that the case of Williamson and others against 
the Minister for Finance was under settle- 
ment, and that their lordships would not be 
troubled with it. 

The case was taken out of the list, 

COURT 1 AND 3. 

Mr. Justice Meredith sat in Court 1, where 
two summonses were listed to be mentioned, 
and Mr. Justice O’Byrne sat in Court 3 to 
hear ez-parte motions. The Master of the 
High Court also disposed ot a number of 
cases. 

_ During the term just entered upon several 
important judgments will be delivered in the 
Supreme Court, where there are over 30 ap- 
peals for hearing. 


HIGH COURT CASES. 

In the High Court the case of Millard 
against the District Justice of Stranorlar 
District Court stands for judgment. This 
was an application to make absolute a condi- 
tional order of certiorari for the purpose of 
quashing all adjudications made by the 
District Justice on 7th December, 1927, dis- 
allowing a refusal of Superintendent Millard, 
of the Civic Guard, to give a certificate of 
personal fitness under the Free State Betting 
Act to Henry Kane, who lived in Strabane. 

There are six cases listed on notice, one 
of which raises the question of residence 
under the Betting Act, and another the posi- 
tion of solicitors who are asked to act in the 
taking out of patents for clients in the Irish 
Free State. There are also six cases stated, 
one relating to the reduction of the wages of 
asylum attendants; and two special cases 
stated on the Revenue side, one of these 
being an appeal on behalf of the late Earl 
of Iveagh in respect of income tax in which the 
question of domicile and ordinary residence 
are involved. There is also a case listed on 
summons, of Elizabeth K. Gonner, deceased— 
the State v. Alexander Holmes Ledlie and 
Samuel D. Budd. 

SURPLUS WATER. 

In Court 1 there is an action of Shackleton 

against the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Com- 
pany for trial. The plaintiff seeks a declara- 
tion that, as owner and occupier of mill pre- 
mises situated on the banks of the River 
Barrow, at Graigue, County Carlow, he is 
entitled, for the purpose of working a mill, 
to the full and exclusive use of ail surplus 
water of the River Barrow, over and above 
such water as may be reasonably necessary 
for the navigation « the river by the Grand 
Canal Company, which flows or falls from 
the level of the river lying next above or to 
the northwards of the Carlow lock. 
Another action to be heard in Court 1 is 
that of Tedcastle, McCormick and Co. against 
Norman Henry Shields Robinson and others, 
brought to recover possession of the premises, 
10 and 11 South Prince’s street, Dublin. The 
hearing of the case of Cooney and others 
against the Pembroke Urban District Council 
will be resumed. This is a claim by ex- 
Service men for certain payments to them, as 
employes of the Council, while on active 
service during the Great War, 


JURY TRIALS. 
Jury trials will begin next Monday, there 
being listed for hearing on that date a per- 
sonal injuries case, three probate suits and a 
matrimonial suit. There are four non-jury 
actions listed for the same day, one being 
a breach of promise of marriage case.
